Report from Bridgetown — Inspection of vessels — Status of yellow fever . 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Urquhart reports, April 17: 

Week ended April 17. Bills of health were issued to 8 vessels. 

Four vessels were fumigated. Total number of passengers 58; total 

members of crews, 424. 

One new case of yellow fever, with 1 death, was reported during the 

week. The case was in the interior, 12 or 14 miles distant. The 

patient was colored. 

CHINA. 

Report from Amoy — Inspection of vessels — Examination of emigrants — 

Leprosy and smallpox. 

Passed Assistant Surgeon Foster reports, March 22 : 
Week ended March 20. Bill of health issued to the steamship 
Taisang, with 68 in the crew and 13 cabin and 201 steerage passen- 
gers for Manila. All the passengers were vaccinated and inspected 
prior to sailing. One steerage passenger was rejected for trachoma. 
Leprosy and smallpox are present in Amoy. 

Report from Canton — Plague. 

Consul Bergholz reports, March 16 and 22: 

Plague is present in the Tartar quarter of the city and in the district 
along the river front, with a total of 35 reported cases and 30 deaths 
during the weeks ended March 13 and 20. 

Report from Hongkong — Quarantine restrictions — Plague and small- 
pox — Examination of emigrants — Inspection of vessels. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Hough reports, March 23 : 

Week ended March 13. Restrictions enforced by Hongkong re- 
main as reported January 30. 

Restrictions enforced against Hongkong remain as reported Jan- 
uary 30. 

Quarantinable diseases : Plague, 4 cases, 1 death; smallpox, 3 cases, 
3 deaths. 

Aliens for Honolulu and Pacific coast ports: Examined, 9; re- 
jected, 2. 

Aliens for Philippine Islands: Examined, 22; rejected, 15.
